To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bridgend 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Report,  being 
that  for  the  year  1908,  and  to  lay  before  you  certain  tables  of  vital 
Statistics,  together  with  others  prescribed  by,  and  tilled  up  according  to 
instructions  received1  from  the  Local  Government  Board ;  also  the 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

THE  AREA. 

The  result  of  a  measurement  on  the  basis  of  the  most  recent 
Ordnance  Survey,  showed  the  area  of  the  District  to  contain  somewhat 
more  than  700  acres.  Oldcastle  414  acres;  Newcastle  286.  This  was 
the  area  up  to  31st  March,  1905.  After  this  date  the  district  was 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  certain  portions  of  the  two  parishes  of  Coity 
Lower  and  Dandy.

The  district  has  since  been  divided  into  three  Wards  named  respec¬ 
tively,  the  Northern,  the  Southern,  and  the  Western. 


The  Northern  is  divided  from  the  Southern  by  a  line  drawn  through 
the  centre  of  Water  Street  from  the  river,  along  Queen  Street,  the 
Rhiw,  Nolton  Street,  Brackla  Street,  and  Brackla  Lane.  The  Western 
consists  of  Newcastle  Lower  and  the  added  portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Dandy.

Topography. — The  town  of  Bridgend  is  situate  about  2  miles  to  the 
south  of  the  outcrop  of  the  South  Wales  Coal  Field,  and  about  4  miles 
north  of  the  Bristol  Channel.  The  river  Ogmore  flows  through  the 
town,  dividing  it  into  two  unequal  portions.  The  portion  to  the  west 
of  tire  river  is  called  Newcastle,  and  forms  part  of  the  ecclesiastical 
parish  of  that  name:  that  to  the  east  is  called  Oldcastle.  For  civil 
purposes  the  Urban  District  now  forms  one  parish — -that  of  Bridgend. 
The  river  Ogmore,  together  with  the  three  large  tributaries  which  join 
it  north  of  Bridgend,  rises  in  the  coal  field,  and  flows  from  north  to 
south.  It  is  a  rapid  stream,  falling  a  considerable  height  in  the  13  or 
14  miles  of  its  course. 


Geology. — In  the  northern  portion  of  the  Urban  District,  the  part 
bounded  on  the  western  side  by  the  main  line  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway  and  on  the  eastern  side  by  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore  Branch,  the 
Subsoil  consists  of  the  wel]-kgown  Quarella  beds;  a  hard  sandstone  of 
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Rhcetic  age,  much  used  both  locally  and  elsewhere  for  building  purposes. 
A  long  but  narrow  portion  of  the  same  formation  (what  is  called  by 
Geologists  ail  “in Her”)  extends  from  Coity  Fields  in  a  N.E.  direction 
towards  Coity.  This  inlier  has  been  caused  by  the  action  of  the  Coity 
brook  in  cutting  its  way  down  through  the  lias  and  exposing  the  Rhaetio 
beds  which  lie  beneath.  Of  this  portion  there  is  no  very  good  exposure, 
as  it  has  not  been  quarried. 


With  the  exception  of  these  examples  of  the  Rhsetic  beds,  the  whole 
of  the  rock  underlying  the  Urban  District  consists  of  the  Lower  Lias. 
The  beds  of  Lias  are  of  the  normal  type,  consisting  of  alternate 
beds  of  limestone  and  marl  or  clay.  The  finest  exposure  of  these  bed's 
is  in  the  great  quarry  east  of  the  railway  station.  This,  and  the  rail¬ 
way  cutting  near  it,  were  described  in  detail  many  years  ago  by  the 
well-known  geologist  Charles  Moore.  Over  80  separate  beds  of  lime¬ 
stone,  and  an  equal  number  of  clay,  are  exposed  in  this  quarry.  Further 
east  ,  the  cutting  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan  Railw  ay  exposes  another  very 
fine  section.  Both  here  and  in  the  railway  cutting  just  outside  Bridgend 
Station  (as  every  raihvay  traveller  must  have  observed),  the  rock  is  much 
disturbed.  There  are  several  sharp  undulations,  the  folds  of  which 
range  generally  east  and  west,  and  some  crushing. 


The  soil  formed  by  the  Lias  is  a  thick  sticky  clay,  giving  rise  to 
very  wet  land,  and  needing  a  great  deal  of  “  working  ”  to  make 
it  suitable  for  garden  purposes. 


The  lower  part  of  the  town  is  built  upon  the  alluvial  flat  formed  by 
the  Ogmore  river,  the  soil  of  which  is  alluvium  and  river  gravel, 
covering  the  Lias  which  lies  underneath.  A  more  striking  feature, 
however,  than  this  is  the  high-level  gravel.  Commencing  outside  the 
Urban.  District  some  distance  north-  of  the  Coity  Railwaj"  Junction,  it 
forms  a  great  flat  past  Quarella  and  CaeVatry  until  it  is  cut  through 
by  the  little  valley  of  the  Coity  Brook.  As  soon  as  the  influence  of 
this  valley  disappears,  viz.,  in  Nolton  Street,  it  commences  again,  and 
forms  another  great  fiat  extending  in  a  southerly  direction  far  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  Urban  District.  Over  the  whole  of  the  area  covered 
by  this  deposit  the  soil  is  a  light  gravelly  one,  very  different  from  the 
stiff  clay  of  the  Lias.  There  has  been  some  dispute  as  to  whether  this 
deposit  is  a  river  gravel  or  not,  but  the  better  opinion  is  that  it  was 
formed  by  an  effluent  from  the  Ice  Sheet  at  the  close  of  the  last  Glacial 
Period. 


THE  POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district,  including  the  staff  and  inmates  of 
the  Workhouse,  was  ascertained  by  the  result  of  the  census  to  be  6,066 
persons  in  1901;  giving  an  average  of  4.9  persons  per  house  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  An  average  of  4.9  persons  per  house  in  Oldcastle,  and  in  New*- 
castle  of  4.8.  I  have  estimated  the  population  for  the  year  1908  bv 
multiplying  the  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  North  and  South 
Wards  by  4.9;  and  the  number  in  the  West  Ward  by  4.8.  This  gives  a 
population  for  the  district  of  7,382;  an  increase  for  the  year  of  219; 
Cottage  Homes,  88.  Total  population  7.470. 

The  variable  increase  during  the  last  24  years  renders,  however,  an 
annual  estimate  extremely  fallacious. 

I  fail  to  understand  why  the  Government,  knowing  the  benefits 
afforded  by  a  decennial  census,  inaugurated  a  hundred  years  ago,  do 
not  supplement  these  benefits  by  the  introduction  of  a  quinquennial  one, 
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Houses  occupied ,  &c.,  in  the  Parishes.

BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  214 ;  of  these  98  were 
males,  and  116  were  females. 

The  rate  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  ending  31st  March,  was 
30.82. 

The  rate  for  the  second  quarter  ending  30th  June  was  28.92. 

The  rate  for  the  third  quarter  ending  30th  September,  was  24.42. 

The  rate  for  the  fourth  quarter  ending  31st  December,  was  30.56. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  28.65  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  the  North  Ward,  including  the  Workhouse,  was  34.62 
excluding  the  Workhouse  30.69;  for  the  South  Ward  27.08,  and  for  the 
West  Ward  22,01. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  26.5  per  1,000. 

This  is  0.2  above  the  rate  in  1907  for  England  and  Wales,  and, 
except  that  year,  lower  than  the  rate  of  any  other  year  on  record. 

Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1898  to  1907,  the  birth¬ 
rate  for  Bridgend  in  1908  shows  a  decrease  of  3.9  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  the  142  Smaller  Towns,  was  26.0. 

The  births  at  the  Workhouse  were  12 ;  of  these  5  were  males,  and  7 
were  females. 

The  birth-rate  at  this  Institution  was  64.17  per  1,000,  as  compared 
45,23  in  1907;  39.11  in,  1906;  69.96  in  1905;  57.97  in  1904;  48.38  in  1903, 
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Table  I.  shows  the  population,  the  births,  the  deaths,  and  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  in  successive  years,  within  the  District,  including 
those  at  the  Workhouse,  and  including  the  deaths  of  persons  belonging 
to  this  district  dying  at  the  Asylum  and  at  Cardiff,  or  elsewhere.

The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year*  of  age  maintains  the 
decline  noticeable  in  1901.  and  is  the  lowest,  except  1894  and  1906, 
of  the  preceding  22  years,  and  below  the  rate  of  1907.

The  crude  general  death-rate  is  less  than  that  of  each  of  the  preceding  four¬ 
teen  years,  anct  one  lias  to  go  back  to  1893  for  a  lower  rate  ;  it  is  also  0'05  below 
the  average  annual  rate  of  the  last  10  years,  in  Table  II. 

DEATHS. 


During  the  year  1908,  124  deaths,  including  all  deaths  at  the  Work- 
house,  and  6  at  the  Asylum,  were  registered;  of  the  101  out  of  the  above 
deaths  “  belonging  to  the  district,”  47  were  males,  and  54  were  females. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  the  district  and  belonging  to  it 
elsewhere  was  90. 


The  crude  death-rate  was  16.60  per  1,000  of  the  population  ;  this 
includes  the  deaths  at  the  Workhouse,  and  the  above  deaths  elsewhere 
“  belonging  to  the  district.” 

The  rate  of  those  dying  within  the  district  was  15.80. 


The  death-rate  of  16.60  given  in  Table  11.  is  that  of  all  deaths 

occurring  within  the  district,  including  the  Workhouse,  and  the  deaths 
elsewhere  “  belonging  to  the  district,”  at  the  Asylum.

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7.  This  was  0.3  below  the 
rate  in  1907,  and  the  lowest  on  record.  Compared  with  the  average  rate 
for  Bridgend  for  the  ten  years  1898  to  1907  the  death-rate  in  190fT  show  s 
a  decrease  of  3.13  per  1,000. 


The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  the  142  Smaller  Towns  was  14.0. 
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The  dea th-rate  of  the  North  Ward,  without  the  deaths  at  the  Work- 
house  of  non-residents,  and  with  the  deaths  of  residents  elsewhere  added, 
was  14.37.  The  net  rate  for  the  South  Ward  was  12.14;  and  the  rate 
for  the  West  Ward  was  14.11. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  year 
were  9;  the  death-rate  per  1,000  persons  living  was  1.20,  as  compared 
with  1.38  in  1907,  0.97  in  1906,  3.10  in  1905,  2.39  in  1904,  1.06  in  1903, 
2.06  in  1902,  and  2.47  in  1901. 

The  rate  for  1908  was  0.84  below  the  average  rate  for  the  ten  years 
1898  to  1907. 

See  Table  II.  to  find  rates  of  successive  years. 

The  Zymotic  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1.29. 

The  rate  for  the  142  Smaller  Towns  was  1.26. 

On  adding  up  the  rates  for  the  earlier  11  years,  in  Table  II.,  and 
comparing  them  with  the  later  11  years  of  the  series,  one  finds  that  the 
sum  of  the  earlier  period  amounts  to  23.3,  while  that  of  the  later  comes 
to  21.4;  on  taking  the 'later  figure  from  the  earlier  we  find  the  difference 
to  be  1.9,  or  otherwise  a  decrease  of  1.9  on  the  sum  of  the  averages  in 
the  later  period  over  the  earlier. 

The  zymotic  rate  for  the  North  Ward  was  1.30;  the  South,  1.52; 
the  West,  0.56.

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Four  in  quests  were  held  in  the  North  Ward  ;  one  in  the  South;  and 
three  in  the  West  Ward.  The  rate  was  1.07  per  1.000,  as  compared  with 
1.10  in  1907,  1.51  in  1906,  1.11  in  1905,  1.34  in  1904,  and  1.21  in  1903. 

There  was  no  death  from  puerperal  fever. 

There  was  no  death  from  paturition  ;  0.14  per  1,000  in  1907. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  on  year  of  age  were  22.  The  rate  for 
the  district  per  1,000  births  was  102.80. 

The  infant  deaths  in  tin1  North  Ward  were  9;  the  death-rate  per 
1,000  births  was  84.90. 

The  infant  deaths  in  the  South  Ward  were  9;  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  was  130.44. 

The  infant  deaths  in  the  West  Ward  were  4;  the  rate  was  160. 

The  rate  for  the  District  was  in  the  March  quarter  ...  122.80 

June  quarter  ...  92.59 

September  quarter  130.43 
December  quarter...  74.56 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  121 ;  the  rate  for  the  142 
Smaller  Towns  was  124. 

At  the  Workhouse  40  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year;  of 
these  27  were  males,  and  13  females.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  births 
was  28. 

Ten  previous  residents  “belonging  to  Bridgend,  '  died  at  the  Work- 
house-:  4  from  the  North  Ward;  3  from  the  South  Ward ;  and  3  from 
the  West  Ward.

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T lie  daily  average  number  of  inmates  was  187  in  1908;  199  in  1907; 
179  in  1906/' 

The  death-rate  was  213.90  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  196.0  in  1907, 
201.12  in  1906,  227.58  in  1905,  195.65  in  1904,  266.12  in  1903,  300.0  in 
1902,  and  333.33  in  1901. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
of  patients  from  the  Workhouse,  not  belonging  to  the  district. 

A  new  tramp  ward  was  built  in  1905,  to  serve  the  future  needs  of  the 
Union,  with  twelve  sperate  cells;  the  nightly  average  of  vagrants  was  18 
in  1906 ;  23  in  1907 ;  20  in  1908. 

It  is  curious  to  notice  that  a  decrease  has  occurred  of  64.12  in  the 
average  annual  death-rate  of  the  last  4  years,  as  compared  with  the  pre¬ 
ceding  4  years,  in  the  face  of  the  increase  in  the  numbers  and  severity  of 
the  cases  received  into  the  Infirmary. 

The  40  deaths  at  the  Workhouse  among  an  average  daily  number  of 
inmates  of  187  are  included  in  the  total  deaths  in  the  district,  on  which 
the  crude  general  death-rate  is  based,  Table  II. 

The  net  rate  of  the  district  is  based  on  the  deaths  of  residents  in  the 
Urban  District,  with  the  deaths  of  “residents”  at  the  Asylum,  elsewhere, 
and  Workhouse  added,  and  the  deaths  of  non-residents  at  the  Workhouse 
subtracted. 

The  deaths  of  non-residents  will  be  found  subtracted  in  Column  12, 
and  the  net  death-rate  in  Column  13  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
Table  I.

The  above  is  the  net  death-rate  of  the  district.  The  crude  rate  is 
16.60  and  includes  6  deaths  at  the  County  Asylum,  and  all  deaths  at  the 
Workhouse. 

The  rate  for  all  deaths  that  actually  occurred  within  the  district  was 
15.80.  And  the  rate  corrected  by  subtracting  deaths  not  belonging  to 
the  district,  and  adding  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  taking  place  at 
the  Asylum,  Cardiff,  and  elsewhere,  was  13.52. 

The  etude  rate  for  the  North  Ward,  including  all  deaths  at  the 
Workhouse,  and  deaths  belonging  to  the  Ward  elsewhere  was  26.13.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  1908,  16  eases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported 
to  me  under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 

Table  VI.  shows  the  number  of  cases  reported  under  the  Notification 
Act,  and  the  deaths  from  the  same  during  each  month  of  the  year  1908. 

In  addition  to  the  deaths  shown  in  Table  VI.,  there  were: — Six 
deaths  from  Whooping  Cought : — 1  in  May ;  3  in  June;  1  in  August; 
and  1  in  October.  Two  deaths  from  Epidemic  Influenza — 1  in  Feb¬ 
ruary;  1  in  April.  One  death  from  Diarrhoea — in  August.

The  death-rate  was  0.27  per  1,000 ;  0  in  1907;  0.14  in  1906;  0  in 
1905;  also  in  1904 ;  0.30  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.15. 

The  rate  for  the  Smaller  Toavus  was  0.15. 

The  case-fatality  was  40  per  cent.;  nil  in  1907;  9.1  per  cent,  in 
1906;  0  in  1905;  also  in  1904;  12.5  per  cent,  in  1903;  in  1902  it  aa  as 
20  per  cent. 

The  number  of  cases  Avas  5,  as  compared  with  5  in  1907,  11  in  1906, 
3  in  1905,  6  in  1904,  16  in  1903,  10  in  1902,  29  in  1901,  and  11  in  1900. 

The  case-prevalence  Avas  0.67  per  1,000;  0.69  in  1907;  1.52  in  1906, 
0.42  in  1905,  0.89  in  1904,  2.42  in  1903. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, 

No  death  Avas  caused  by  Enteric  Fever,  as  compared  with  none  in 
1907,  none  in  1906,  16  in  1905,  3  in  1904,  3  in  1903,  3  in  1902,  2  in 
1901,  and  3  in  1900. 

The  death-rate  aa  as  0  per  1,000;  0  in  1907;  0  in  1906;  2.26  in 
1905,  0.45  in  1904,  0.45  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  “  Fever”  Avas  0.07. 

The  rate  for  the  142  Smaller  Towns  Avas  0.08. 

The  case-fatality  aa  as  0  per  cent.  ,  as  compared  Avith  0  per  cent, 
in  1907,  0  per  cent,  in  1906,  13.6  per  cent,  in  1905,  15.8  per  cent,  in 
1904,  16.6  per  cent,  in  1903.  13.6  in  1902,  6.2  in  1901,  11.1  in  1900,  and 
14.1  in  1899. 

The  death-rate  in  1908  compares  faA'ourably  Avith  that  of  England 
and  Wales  for  “  Fever.” 

Taking  the  figures  for  Enteric  Fever  in  Table  VTIIa.,  and  comparing 
the  sum  of  the  death-prevalence  per  1,000  in  the  11  earlier  years 
with  the  sum  of  the  11  later  years,  one  finds  that  the  difference  is  only 
1.19,  so  that  the  exces  of  prevalence  in  the  latter  series  is  still  as  much 
as  1  death  per  1,000,  or  equal  to  a  difference  of  10  deaths  in  10,000. 

The  death-prevalence,  therefore,  may  be  considered  to  be  unaltered 
since  1886;  but  no  death  occurred  in  1908,  1907  and  1906,  though  there 
have  not  been  less  than  2deathsper  annum  since  1891,  until  1906. 

Taking  the  sixteen  years,  during  which  notification  of  cases  has 
been  compulsory,  and  contrasting  the  earlier  eight  Avith  the  later  eight 
years,  one  finds  that  the  sum  of  the  prevalence  per  1,000  of  the  earlier 
period  equals  44.79,  and  that  of  the  later  period  31.33;  the  difference, 
13.46,  is  net  of  much  significance.  I  have  counted  one  case  for  this  year 
as  the  other  two  cases  AA'ere  imported. 


The  case-prevalence,  therefore,  may  be  considered  to  be  little 
altered  for  the  better  during  the  series  of  years  since  1893,  until  the 
years  1906,  1907,  and  1908. 

The  following  Table  has  been  compiled  partly  from  my  own  figures, 
1886  to  1908,  partly  from  the  details  of  deaths  supplied  to  me  by  the 
L.G.B.,  and  the  cases  of  fever  from  1877  to  1892  have  been  estimated  on 
the  average  number  of  cases  to  deaths  in  the  years  since  the  adoption  of 
notification.  The  populations  of  the  earlier  years  were  arrived  at  from 
the  census  years  by  arithmetical  progression. 

This  Table  will,  I  hope  prove  interesting  as  showing  the  diminution 
in  deaths  and  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  year  following  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  filtered  water  to  the  town :  —

One  or  two  of  the  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water 
during  1903  were  not  so  satisfactory  in  regard  to  the  number  of  Bacilli 
C'oli  present  as  in  the  earlier  reports  in  1905;  most  ’  careful  filtration 
therefore,  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  as  that  is,  in  all  likelihood,  our 
sole  barrier  against  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

The  above  figures  showing  the  change  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
since  the  filtration  of  the  water  in  1905  are  very  striking. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

No  death  was  recorded  from  Erysipelas,  as  compared  with  no  death 
in  1907,  no  death  in  1906,  one  in  1905,  none  in  1904,  1  in  1903,  none 
in  1902,  5  in  1901,  and  1  in  1900. 
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The  death-rate  was  0.0  per  1,000;  0.0  in  1907;  0.0  in  1906;  0.14  ill 
1905;  0.0  in  1904  ;  0.15  in  1903. 

The  cases  reported  \vere3,  as  compared  with  3  in  1907,  2  in  1906,  8 
in  1905,  4  in  1904,  3  in  1903,  5  in  1902,  12  in  1901,  and  1  in  1900. 

The  case-fatality  was  0.0  per  cent.;  0.0  in  1907,  0.0  in  1906,  12.5  in 
1905,  0.0  in  1904. 

The  case-prevalence  was  0.40  per  1,000;  0.41  in  1907,  0.28  in  1906, 
1.13  in  1905,  0.60  in  1904,  0.45  in  1903. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.

Death-rate  per  1,000  Avas  0.0,  and  prevalence  0.

DIARRHOEA. 

One  death  Avas  caused  by  Diarrhoea,  as  compared  Avith  3  in  1907,  6  in 

1906,  1  in  1905,  11  in  1904,  1  in  1903,  3  in  1902,  4  in  1901,  and  3  in  1900. 

The  death-rate  aa  as  0.13  per  1.000;  0.41  in  1907;  0.83  in  1906; 
0.14  in  1905;  1.64  in  1904;  0.15  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  Avas  0.50. 

The  rate  for  the  Smaller  Towns  was  0.52. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Six  deaths  AA'ore  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  as  compared  with  1  death 
in  1907,  no  death  in  1906,  3  in  1905,  2  in  1904,  1  in  1903,  none  in 
1902,  4  in  1901,  and  1  in  1900. 

The  death-rate  AA'as  0.80;  0.14  in  1907;  0.0  in  1906;  0.42  in  1905; 
0.29  in  1904;  0.15  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  Avas  0.27.  For  the  Smaller  Towns 
the  rate  Avas  0.25. 

MEASLES. 

No  death  from  Measles  a\  as  registered,  as  compared  with  6  deaths  in 

1907,  no  death  in  1906,  2  in  1905,  none  in  1904  nor  1903,  10  in  1902, 
none  in  1901,  and  9  in  1900. 

The  death-rate  Avas  0.0  per  1,000,  as  compared  Avith  0.83  in  1907. 
0.28  in  1905,  1.53  in  1902,  1.51  in  1900,  and  nil  in  the  intermediate 
years. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  Avas  0.22;  for  the  142  Smaller 
Towns  0.20. 

The  deaths  frbm  these  three  diseases  in  previous  years  may  be  seen 
in  Tables  VIII.  and  VIIIa. 


EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza,  as  compared  with  1  in 
1907,  2  in  1906.  2  in  1905,  3  in  1904,  3  in  1903,  none  in  1902,  1  in 
1901  and  2  in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0.27;  0.14  irt  1907,  0.28  in  1906,  0.28  ip  1905, 
0.45  in  1904,  0.45  in  1903. 
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The  deaths  from  Influenza  in  previous  years  and  their  prevalence 
pei  1,000  of  population  can  be  found  in  Tables  IX.  and  IXa.  Influenza 
was  most  prevalent  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year. 

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

The  Tubercular  deaths  were  11;  1.47  per  1,000  of  the  population; 
one-ninth  or  11  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Phthisis — 8  deaths  equalling  1.07  per  1,000  persons  ;  one-thirteenth  or 
8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Other  Tubercular  deaths  were  3 — equalling  0.40  per  1,000;  one- 
thirty-fourth  or  3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

DEATHS  UNDER  ONE  YEAR  OF  AGE. 

These  were  22;  2,94  per  1,000  persons,  and  one-fifth  or  21.7  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  were  37 ;  4.95  per  1,000,  one- 
third  oi-  nearly  37  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

SCHOOL  CLOSING. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  this  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply,  as  usual,  is  plentiful.  Greater  care  should  be 
observed  in  the  process  of  filtration.  The  result  of  the  examination  of 
some  samples  was  unansatisfaotory. 

THE  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  building  of  a  properly  constructed  and  equipped  Public 
Slaughter  House  is  a  great  need.  This  should  be  under  the  immediate 
control  of,  and  owned  by  the  Council. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  of  these — in  Newcastle;  this  is  fairly  well  con¬ 
ducted,  but  over-crowded. 

SEWERAGE, 

The  sewering  of  the  area  within  the  district  is  now  completed.  The 
whole  of  the  house-drains  have  been  connected  to  the  new  sewers ; 
tested  and  inspected.  The  Park  Fields  Sewers  have  been  laid  and  com¬ 
pleted.  Cost,  £1,450. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  general  state  of  the  district  is  much  improved  by  the  completion 
of  the  sewerage  works  and  filtration  of  the  water,  as  there  were  only  3 
cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  year ;  two  of  these  were  imported  from  out¬ 
side  the  district. 

Thirty-three  new  houses  have  been  erected — 19  in  the  North  Ward, 
10  in  the  South  Ward,  and  4  in  the  West  Ward.  None  were  closed  as 
“  unfit.” 

Eight  dwelling-houses  were  ini  course  of  erection,  1  chapel,  12 
alterations  and  additions  to  existing  houses;  2  stables  and  coach-houses. 

In  1903,  1,355  houses  were  occupied;  in  1904  there  were  1,372,  an 
increase  of  17 ;  in  1905,  1,433,  and  increase  of  61 ;  in  1906,  1,467,  an 
increase  of  64;  in  1907,  1,469,  an  increase  of  2  only;  Ifeel  convinced 
this  is  an  under  estimate  ;  in  1908,  1,514,  an  increase  of  45.  Twenty- 
se  ve  n  a  re  vac  a  lit .

Extract  from  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. — Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  4 
Water  Street. — As  instructed,  I  have  inspected  these  premises.  The 
shoots  are  in  a  very  defective  state  in  front  of  the  houses,  and  there  are 
no  shoots  at  the  back.  One  slop  sink  is  provided  for  the  4  houses,  and 
the  paving  around  it  is  loose  and  defective.  The  w.c.’s  have  dilapidated 
roofs,  water  is  cut  off  from  the  flushing  tanks,  and  one  of  the  w.c.  pans 
is  broken.  The  drains  have  defective  joints;  the  head-room  of  the  bed¬ 
rooms  is  7  feet  in  the  centre,  and  6ft.  Gin.  at  the  wall  plate.  The  bed¬ 
room  floors  are  dilapidated,  the  boards  are  affected  with  dry  rot,  and 
there  are  holes  through  them  in  places.  The  stairs  are  dilapidated. 

The  regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk-shops  Order 
are  enforced.  Several  structural  and  other  defects  were  remedied. 

The  Bake-houses,  Factories,  and  Workshops  have  been  inspected, 
reported  upon,  and  improvements  effected. 

PULMONARY  TUBERC  ULOSIS. 

Houses  are  now  disinfected  after  the  removal  of  persons  suffering 
from  Phthisis,  if  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  informed  of  the  case. 

No  system  of  notification  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  at 
present  in  operation  ;  but  pending  the  issue  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  of  the  promised  memorandum  by  their  Medical  Officer  setting  out 
the  appropriate  action  that  can  betaken  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuber¬ 
culosis)  Regulations,  1908,  1  have  suggested  that  tuberculosis  be  substi¬ 
tuted  for  erysipelas  as  a  notifiable  disease;  and  as  I  have  done  on  an 
earlier  occasion,  that  leaflets  should  be  printed  for  distribution  in  such 
cases. 

I  beg  further  to  advise  that  spitting  cups  be  gratuitously  provided 
for  the  poor;  and  that  infected  articles,  bedding,  personal  clothing,  etc., 
and  the  rooms  occupied,  or  the  premises  when  necessary,  should  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  thorough  disinfection  where  the  consumptive  had  died  or  re¬ 
moved.  Free  examination  of  sputum  from  any  suspicious  tuberculous 
case  should  be  arranged  for.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Second  Annual  Report,  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
Works  and  Improvement  carried  out  during  the  year  1908. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Thirty-three  new  bouses  were  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year. 
As  may  be  seen,  by  the  following  Table,  this  number  is  well  above  the 
average  of  the  last  ten  years:  —

The  drains  of  all  new  houses  were  tested  before  the  houses  were  cer¬ 
tified  as  being  fit  for  occupation. 

Only  one  building  of  any  note  was  opened  during  the  year,  viz.  :  the 
New  Hope  Chapel. 

Twenty- five  plans  of  proposed  buildings  were  approved.  These  com¬ 
prised  :  — 

16  dwelling-houses. 

12  alterations  and  additions  to  existing  houses. 

1  chapel. 

2  stables  and  coach-houses. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  found  in  a  well-kept  con¬ 
dition. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  also  have  been  inspected.  In  one  or  two  instances  the  sur¬ 
roundings  of  the  cowsheds  have  not  been  satisfactory.  All  the  cowsheds 
are  outside  the  town,  and  occupied  only  in  winter-. 

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

Number  of  houses  inspected,  92.  Frequent  casual  inspections  also 
have  been  made  of  the  poorer  districts. 

Sanitary  and  structural  defects  remedied — 35. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

After  each  notification  the  infected  house  was  inspected.  The 
defects  found  were  practically  nil.  In  each  case  the  drains  were 
thoroughly  flushed  with  disinfectants,  and  a  supply  of  disinfectants  was 
left  at  the  house ;  also,  instructions  regarding  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  the  disease  were  given.  The  rooms,  with  the  bedding,  clothes, 
etc.,  were  disinfected  by  Alformant  lamps, 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

A  length  of  130  yards  of  footpath  on  the  south  side  of  Cemetery  Road 
has  been  kerbed  and  channelled,  and  paved  with  asphalte. 

The  asphalting  of  the  footpath  on  the  north  side  of  the  above  road 
was  carried  out  by  various  owners  as  a  private  improvement.  They 
have  now  petitioned  the  Council  to  take  over  this  portion. 

Several  lengths  of  defective  channelling  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
have  been  taken  up  and  re-laid. 

The  gravel  footpaths  in  Nolton  Street,  Cowbridge  Road,  and  Park 
Street  have  been  made  up  and1  tarred. 

An  18-inch  relief  storm-water  sewer  has  been  laid  through  Water 
Street.  A  12-inch  relief  storm-water  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Dunraven 
Place  through  the  passage  adjoining  Messrs.  J.  and  C1.  Sankey’s  premises. 
So  far,  it  has  proved  most  effective  in  preventing  the  flooding  of  adjoin¬ 
ing  buildings.  These  floodings  occurred  usually  two  or  three  times  a 

year. 

Iron  railings  have  been  fixed  along  the  dangerous  place  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Graig  steps. 

A  four-stall  urinal,  adjoining  the  G. W.R.  Bridge  in  Coity  Street,  was 
begun  before  the  year  closed. 

PARK  FIELDS  SEWERS. 

The  Local  Government  Board's  sanction  having  been  received  for  a 
loan  of  1,450,  these  sewers  were  begun  on  July  20th.  The  work,  which 
was  practically  completed  in  December,  comprises  693  yards  of  12-inch 
sewer,  730  yards  of  9-inch  sewer,  48  yards  of  6-inch  sewer,  and  16  man¬ 
holes.  Two  storm-water  overflows  are  provided.  A  9-inch  branch  sewer 
from  Laleston  Hill  Road,  and  another  from  West  Road,  meet  in  the 
hollow  between  the^e  twoi  places.  From  this  point  a  9-inch  sewer  runs 
down  the  field  on  the  IP'arca  BachEistate,  adjoining  the  Nant  Cefn  Gins  to 
the  corner  of  the  barnyard  of  Park  Farm.  A  12-inch  sewer  is  laid  from 
this  corner  through  four  fields,  joining  the  Penybont  Sewerage  Board's 
main  sewer  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Ogmore  River  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  d'own  stream  from  Nolton  Church.  Along  the  whole  of  the  9- inch 
sections  the  fall  is  very  rapid,  averaging  about  1  in  25  ;  on  the  12-inch 
portion  the  average  is  1  in  130,  which  gives  a  very  good  velocity  o  f flow . 
Rock  was  met  with  in  two  or  three  places  along  the  12-inch  sewer,  and 
on  the  9-inch  sections  it  was  found  practically  throughout  the  whole 
length.
